onscious, but afterward claimed that 
he killed her husband in self-defense, 
he statements made by Mrs. Mickle 
chile under the influence of the alco- 
ol were not admitted as evidence and 
le was acquitted.

Here in Washington the belief is that 
before the session is ended there will 
be a stirring up of scani&ls that will 
place the Rjpublican party on trial be- 
fore a grand j iry of all of our citiz 3ns. 
The very recent disclosu es of graft in 
th3 agricultural djpartmeut, 
those 


more remote in tie poBtoifija depart- 
ment, the p-intiag offisa evidences of 
favoritism and echoes of pas'; scandals 
in tie navy depart neat still ring in 
tae ears of the people and demand that 
some se'ious attention shall be paid to 
them. 


I do not kno v but taat this railroad 


rate regulation agitation, whic'i has 
beei instrumantal in uncovering tie 
evils of the operations of the beef 
trust, has beau a good thing in calling 
attention to its possibilities uader the 
mcraised powers which would be 
jiven to the 
political commission. 


Railways in their operation usa a lot 
of patented devices of various kinds 
and their selection might ba mide a 
medium for one of the juiciest lot of 
fraft operations that the country has 
yet known. Tas commission his re- 
cently sujgastei that on all freight 


ams more air brakes be p'lt in opera- 
ion. Suppose we had a polHieil com- 
mission in Washington that was to tell 
the railroads what air brakes were to 
be used. Could not .somebody gat a 
•ake-Dff that would be worth several 
million dol'arj by specifying that the 
'Balkins" air braka, foe eximp'.e, 
would ba the only one that would 
prove satisfactory?

Peculiar Method Ol FiHliiiic- Used by 


e 
Slullves ol Oceania. 


A peculiar method of fishing is'In- 


dulged in by the natives of Tetuila, 
one of the islands ot "Oceania. • At a 
given signal the Inhabitants of the vil- 
lage assemble on the seashore to the 
number of about 200 persons, each 
of whom carries a branch of cocoa 
palm. With these in their hands they 
plunge into tlie water, and at a cer- 
tain distance from the shore turn to- 
ward it, forming a compact half circle, 
each oue holding his palm branch per- 
pendicularly 
in the water, and thus 


forming a sieve. 


The leader of the party then gives a 


signal, and tins living net approaches 
the shore gradually in perfect order, 
driving before it a multitude of fishes 
Surrounded by this living wall and en- 
tangled in the cocoa palm branches 
many of the fishes arc cast on the sand 
by the waves, while others are killed 
with sticks. After being cooked over 
hot coals the fish are served with ba- 
nanas and eocoanut milk. 


The scene as described by a'French- 


man who visited the Island was inter- 
esting and picturesque iu the extreme, 
the effect being immensely heightened 
by the appearance of the natives, 
whose costume consists of a short 
tunic of seaweed or leaves. Their hair 
is powdered with clialk, while the war- 
riors are distinguished by the hair be- 
ing powdered red. Wreaths of garde- 
nias or red hibiscus are worn on their 
heads, also round their necks.

No one seems to mind that sort of 
thing or even notice it, and one soon 
comes to take It as a matter of course. 


It Is no uncommon thing to sec a 


boy of three or four years smoking 
cigarettes. Large quantities of cigars | 
are consumed there, but the cigarette 
Is the national smoke. Mexicans are 
not given much to pipe smoking. The 
priests are reputed to be habitual snuff 
takers and are not Infrequently seen 
in the streets smoking cigarettes. la 
short, the smoking habit is not there 
considered disreputable in any degree.
